MR. LYTLE’S SBEECH. 

DELIVERED BEFORE TIIE 3A LTIMORE CONVENTION, 

May 22, 1834. 

Mr. LYTLE, of Ohio, rose and addressed the 
assembly as follows; Mr. President, I should 
not have presumed to have occupied the attention 
of this enlightened body, if it were not for a long 
personal as well as political acquaintance with the 
distinguished indivdiual, who has this day been 
presented as a candidate for the Vice Presidency, 
and the unexpected character of the opposition it 
has met w ith from a single state. The inanifesta- 1 
lions of good feeling, with whiclv^iat nomination 
was received from all parts of ifre assembly, the 
fairness of the circumstances cinder which it was 
made, induced the hope that an undivided acqui-| 
escence in the vote at first so general would have 
closed the deliberations of this assembly with ex- 
altation and harmony.

subjects of national policy. It is also true, sir,! 
j that his heart is sometimes apt to get the better of 
• his head, and in the plentitude ol his good feeling 
and disposition to oblige the whole human family 
i sometimes he may run counter to his better judg- 
ment; but, to say the least of it, it is a worthy 
j error. It can fasten upon him nothing like cor- 
ruption — nothing like treachery — nothing like dis- 
I trust with the democracy of this nation. 

But, sir, I would rather look to the whole histo- 
J ry of a man’s life, his deeds and his actions, than 
to an * isolated vote by which to test his democra- 
cy. I would rather address myself to life Unheal- 
ed wounds of the veteran soldier , made, sir, in 
the defence of the liberties of his corntry as a vol- 
unteer, throwing himself uncalled for and unbid- 
den, into the breach, to repel the invaders of his 
native land, and attempt to corner him, as cherish- 
irg well settled and fixed opinions of an obnox- 
ious character, where the inference is to be forced 
from a single ‘casual vote. Nearly thirty years 
has that man been the mere servant of his district. 
Sir, it was but the other day that I heard him 
make an appeal for his last time to his constitu- 
ents. He told them that he had served them 
twenty eight years, and he wished only to make it 
the “round number of thirty ” before he left them ; 
after which he had no desire to trespass upon them 
any longer; ami they will sustain him without op- 
position — one whose representative term has been 
longer than any other living man can boast of; and 
w ho is now emphatically the patriarch of the 
House. 

But, sir, he has not been the exclusive seivant 
of it single district. There is scarcely a poor man 
in the country f a veteran soldier of the land, or 
inn injured son of the see, who does not make R. 

' M. Johnson, the organ of communications in ap- 
pearing either to Congress or to the Departments 
I for the satisfactions of claims which they have, or 
may have upon it for remuneration. Ho has ever 
been a slave to the people oT these United States. 
He has been less of a party man — Ies9 of a sec 
tional man in the course of his legislative duties, 
than any other that I know ; but he has been the 
friend of the whole people — truly a hard working 
and emphatically the people's man! lie has 
not only lire scars upon a battle battered body to 
plead his cause; but he has the untarnished record 
of an unbroken term of service for nearly thirty 
years in the councils of Ins country , to vindicate 
his democracy, and to sustain his patriotism. 
These, sir, are the evidences w hich we proudly, 
fearlessly, present to our too incredulous friends, 
the democracy of Virginia! 

But let us examine the imputations made a- 
gainst Richard M. Johnson, in reference to the 
Bank of the United States. I sat near him for 
the last two years in Congress, and with unflinch- 
ing determination, bulb in public and ill private, 
he always expressed the same opinion of unwa- 
vering hostility to that institution — an opinion long 
enteitained and cherished. Turn to the Journals 
of Congress, scrutinize them, and then let gentle- 
men, if they can, bring up any thing 9gaiust the 
policy of Richard M. Johnsan upon this subject. 

Well, ♦sir, herein 
jthen the principles of the old Dominion and those 
; of Colonel Johnson are identical, they go hand in 
hand together. 

j He has also gone with General Jackson upon 
: matters of internal improvement. The only dif- 
ference I know of between them, was th.it of the 
i Maysville road, and Colonel Johnson, in his views 
upon that subject w as not alone. Besides, he felt 
ail interest that a delegate fiom Kentucky would 
! naturally feel, and w bat was common to the whole 
delegation from that State. Nay, more than that 
:if rumor is to be accredited, it had not the pci feci 
and unanimous approbation of the cabinet. -The

LONDON filN SHOPS. 

It is n. very remarkable circumstance 
that different trades appear to partake of 
the disease to which elephants and dogs 
are especially liable; and to run stark, 
staring, raving mad, periodically. The 
great distinction between the two animals 
and the trades is, that the former run 
mad with a certain degree of propriety — 
they are very regular in their regulari- 
ties. — You know the period at which tho 
emergency will arise, and provide against 
it accordingly. If an elephant run mad 
you are all ready for him, kill or cure — 
pills or bullets — calomel in conserve of 
roses, or lead in a musket barrel. If a 
dog happen to look unpleasantly warm 
in the summer month, and to trot about 
the shady side of the street with a quar- 
ter of a yard of his tongue out of his 
mouth, a thick leather muzzle, which has 
been previously prepared in compliance 
with the thoughtful injunctions of the 
Legislature, is instantly clapped over his 
head, by wav of making him cooler, and 
he either looks remarkably unhappy for 
the next six weeks, or becomes legally 
insane, and goes mad, as it were hy the 
act of Parliament. But these trades are

among them with unprecedented rapidity, 
exhibiting a concatenation of all the pre- 
vious symptoms; and onward it has rush- 
ed to every part of the town, knocking 
down all t he old public houses, and de- 
positing splendid mansions, stone balus- 
trades, rose-wood fittings, immense lamps 
and illuminated clocks at the corner of 
every street. 

The extensive scale on which these 
places arc established, and tho ostenta- 
tious manner in which the business of 
even the smallest among them is divided 
info branches, is most amusing. A hand 
some plate of ground glass on one door 
directs v uu -To tt>» Counting House,’ 
another to the ‘Bottle Deparimenl.’ “ 
third to the ‘Wholesale Department,’ a 
fourth to the ‘Wine Promenade,’ tSzc. un- 
til we are in the daily expectation ofmeet- 
witha ‘Brandy Bel!,’ or a ‘lYhiskey En 
irance.” Then ingenuity is exhausted 
in the devising attractive lilies for the 
different descriptions of gin ; and the dram 
drinking portion of the community, as 
they gaze upon the gigantic black and 
white announcements, which are only to 
be equalled in size by the figures beneath 
them, are left in a state of pleasing hesi- 
tation between ‘The cream ofthe valley,’ 
‘The out and out,’ ‘The no mistake,’ ‘The 
good for mixing,’ ‘The real knock-me- 
down,’ ‘The celebrated buttergin,’ ‘The 
regular flare up,’ and a dozen other equal- 
ly inviting and wholesome liqueurs. Al- 
though places of this description are to 
be met with in every second street, they 
lore invariably numerous and splendid in 
'precise proportion to the dirt and poverty 
; 0 f the surrounding neighborhood. The 
'gin shops in and near Drury lane, Hol- 
born, St. Giles’, Convent garden, and 
.Clare market, are the handsomest in Lon- 
^don — there is more filth and squalid 
‘misery near those thoroughfares than in 
'any part of this mighty city. 

lYe will endeavor to sketch the bar of 
a large gin shop, and its ordinary cus 
tomers, for the edification of such of our 
readers as have not had opportunities of 
‘observing such scenes; and on the chance 
of finding one well suited to our purpose, 
we will make for Drury lane, through the 
narrow streets and dirty courts which 
divide it from Oxford street, and the clas- 
sical spot adjoining tho brewery at the 
Tottenham court road, best known m the 
initialed as the ‘Rookery.’ The filthy 
and miserable appearance of this part ot 
London can hardly be imagined by those 
(and there are many such) who have not 
witnessed it. Wretched houses withbrok- 
wiudows patched with rags anti paper,

tion to the usual spirit apparatus are two 
or three little baskets of cakes and bi«- 
jcuits which are carefully secured at the 
'top with a wicker-work, to prevent their 
Icontents being unlawfully abstracted. 
Behind it are two showily dressed damsel* 
with large necklaces, dispensing the 
spirits and ‘compounds.’ They are assis- 
ted by the ostensible proprietor of the 
concern, a stout, coarse fellow in a fur 
cap, put on very much on one side to giro 
him a knowing air, and display his sandy 
whiskers to the best advantage. 

Look at the groups of customers and 
observe the different air with which they 
call for what they want, as they are more 
or less struck bv the grandeur of the es- 
tablishment. The two old washerwo- 
men, wiio are seated on a bench al the 
left of the bar, or rather overcome by the 
head-dresses and haughty demeanor of 
those who officiate ; and receive their half 
quartern of gin and peppermint with con- 
(iderable deference, prefacing a request 
for ‘one of them soft biscuits,’ with a ‘just 
be good enough ma’am,’ <fcc. They aro 
quite astonished at the impudent air of 
the young fellow in the brown coat and 
bright buttons, who, ushering in his two 
companions and walking up to the bar in 
as careless a manner as if he had been 
used to green and gold ornaments all his 
life, winks at one of the young ladies 
with a singular coolness, and calls for a 
•kervorten and a three out glass,’ just as 
if the place were his own. ‘Gin for you 
sir,’ says the young lady when she has 
drawn it, carefully lo. dting every way 
jbut the right one, to show that tha wink 
|!iad no effect upon her. ‘For me, Mary 
my dear,’ replies the gentleman in brown. 
My name aint Mary, as it happen*,’ say* 
the young girl in a most insinuating man- 
ner as she delivers the change. ‘Veil, if 
it nint, it ought to be,’ responds the irre- 
sistable one; ‘all the Marys as I ever sao 
was handsome gals.’ Here tho young 
lady not precisely remembering how 
blushes are managed in such cases, ab- 
ruptly ends the flirtation by addressing 
I he female in the faded feathers who had 
just entered, and who, aftor stating ex- 
plicitly, to prevent any subsequent mis- 
understanding, that ‘this gentleman’ pays, 
calls for ‘a glass of port wine and a bit of 
sugar,’ the drinking which, and sipping 
another, accompanied by sundry whis- 
perings to her companion, and no small 
quantity of giggling, occupies a consider- 
able time.

Across the fust 



From the Pennsylvanian, 

• RICHARD M. JOHNSON. 

If honorable wounds received in the service of | 
tnc’s country, constitute any claim to the admi- 
ration and gratitude of his fellow citizens* the 

distinguished name we place at the head of this 
article, has perhaps more of these to exhibit than 
any other person now alive in the United Nates. 

Richard M. Johnson who has been nomna-. 
ted as a candidate for the office of Vice President 
of the United States, was horn in Kentucky , , 
1781. He is now in the fifty-fourth year ol Ins' 
age — in robust health-— and has been for nearly 
thirty years actively ant: efficiently engaged **» 
the public service. 

Alter having received a liberal education he 
qualified himself fur the liar, and immediately j 
entered upon the duties of his profession , under 
the most flattering prospects. Before lie s»ti lined 
bis majority, he was' elected to the Legislature, 
•nd distinguished himself by the display of those 
solid and useful talents which have marked his 
whole career. 

While yet under the age of fire and twenty, he 
was elected a member of Congress, and took his 
seat in that body in October, 1807 — where, we 
believe, be has continued to sit ever since, and 
where lie has rendered as many important services 
to his fellow citizens as any other individual in the 
United States. 

Ills politics were al" ays sternly and truly dem- 
ocratic — he was identified with that gieat par» > 
from his first appearance in public life, and it will 
be seen that there have been a stability and con- 
sistency in his course, which nave marked the 
career of few if any of our public men. He was 
the firm and unbending supporter of the adminis- 
trations of Jefferson and Madison — and with 
what energy and enthusiasm this veteran and pat- 
riot discharged his duty to his country during the 
warvf 181 J, it will be the duty of the future his- 
torian to record. II* voted for the war, and he 
gallantly ihcd his blood in the field to bring it to a 
speedy and glorious termination. 

He hail early shown with what readiness he was 
prepared to fly to the standard of his country . in 
1802, before he was of age, he had volunteered 
his services to march to New Orleans — when that 
port, in violation of an existing treaty, was closed 
against tlie citizens of the United States. 

In the summer of 1812 he raised a volunteer 
regiment, and marched at its head lo the relief of 
Fort Wayne — the march was a long and arduous 
•ne, and although no decisive military operations 
to»k place, still the example of Col. Johnson and 
tlie gallant men under his command, animated his 
fellow citizens, and inspired them with that de 
termined spirit which carried us triumphantly 
through the war. His conduct during the expedi 
tion, both as an officer and a man, was such as to 
merit the highest encomiums. 

Military operations being closed, Col. Johnson 
hastened to Washington ami took his seat in the 
Congress of 1812-13, and manfully supported Hie 
administration, in eveiy measure deemed neces- 
sary to prosecute the war with vi*»or. Having ob- 
tained permission to raise a regiment of a thous- 
and mounted volunteers, he hastened home imme- 
diately after the adjournment of Congress, to ear- 
ly that important schema into pflfuci. 

The reputation .which he had arqrJlred enabled 
him to accomplish tlie undertaking in a few weeks. 
IIu immediately marched to the frontiers, and 
•harcrl freely in all the dangers and glonrs of the 
campaign of 1813. The distinguished part he 
took in t he battle of the Thames, one of the most 
important of the w ar, will never be forgotten fo) 
his countrymen, it was in that battle tnat he 
•lew, w ith his own hand , the formidable Indian 
Chief Terumseh. •The British fotces were com- 
pletely routed, and Geneial Proctor, a cruel and 
relentless enemy, was fmced with a fe.v dragoons, 
to save himself by flight. Colonel Johnson war- 
wounded in several places — and twenty Jive balls 
either passed through his clothes or penetrated his 
body. 

Tho victory of the Thames put an end to the 
war on the North Western frontier, and relieved 
•ur citizens from the combined ferocity of the Brit- 
ish and Indians. The wounds Col. Johnson re- 
ceived in the battle were so severe that his life 
was for a long time despaired of. 

His health continued for some months in a very 
precai ious state — but such was his devotion to the 
public service, that he resolved while he was still 
very unwell, to proceed to Washington and resume 
his seat. He arrived there in February, 181 3, 
and was received with the utmost cordiality by 
persons of both parlies. 

He continued his congressional labors till the 
war was brought to a close, and sustained all the 
measures that the exigencies of the times required,

Order* were then given to Col. Johnson, that 
instead of taking giound to the left on tne advance 
of the infantry , as lie had at first been intended, 
he should bring on the battle by charging the Brit- 
ish line at full 6peed , as soon as the enemy should 
deliver their fire.

Wall , was selected by the former to bring on the 
halde. 'This advance formed at the head of the 
two charging columns , one of which *as immedi- 
ately commanded by Captain James Davidson,

On approaching the Indian line, curving inwards 
io the American force, as has bean mentioned, 
our men received a most galling fne from the ene-j 
my. So destrin live was this charge, :hat “there 
whs but one «*••*» ;«» ttie forlorn hope, »vno wa«um 
e finer kitted or wounded.” 'The men were then 
ordered to dismount and cover themselves as well 
as they could from the enemy ’* fire. 'I hey did so ; 

C< I . Johnson and Dr. Tlieubalds were *lone on 
Imrsehat k. Dhring the heat of this fire, •fiirlil 
las'ed for about half an hour. Colonel J«*hnsonl 
observed a fine looking chief, by whose orders the 
Indian line seemed to advance or retreat. 'The 
thought then insttnt'y occurred to him, that the 
death of this chief might have great influence on 
the action, if nut determine it. Tne Colonel then I 
pleased fora ard in the direction of the ludian 1 
commander, but found hnn-elf obstructed by the 
head or lap of a fallen tree As he uiged his 
horse over the branches, they snapped, and this' 
noise first drew the a’t “ntioii of the Indian, to his 
approaching assailant. At the same instant the 
chief discharged his rifle at the Colonel, who* re- 
ceived the hall in ti e bridle hand. Our gallant 
officer, wounded as lie was in the hip, the leg and mi 
tlie left aim, still pressed on ins antagonist, who 
likewise rushed to meet the Colonel, with uplifted 
tomahawk. In this position of tlie adversaries, 

Colonel Johnson fned his pistol and lodged it.* con- 
tents in the Indians breast ; he fell and expired. 

The horse which bore the Colonel, was now so 
wounded, that she was just able to carry her rider 
into the lines, when she dropped dead, just as the 
Colonel was taken off, and laid for Head at the font 
of a tree.

Suspicions 
were fixol on two slaves, one belonging 
to the father of the young ladies and 
raised in the family with them, the oilier 
owned at seme distance, hut at work in 
the neighborhood. In the ootirse of the 
examination, it w as ascertained that there 
was reason to believe that they had been 
the murderers of the two children who 
had been missing, and they subsequent- 
iv confessed the f.«ct separately front 
each oilier, and agrening in the most 
minute particulars; and the whole was 
afterwards confirmed by the appearance 
of the bodies, which were found in the 
places indicated by them. 

It appears that they met the children on 
the approach of night on their return 
from school, and attempted to ravish the' 
girl, but from ber tender years could not 
fully accomplish tho infernal deed, with- 
out the aid of a knife, which they used. 
Afar violating the child, notwithstanding 
her piteous entreaties to spare liet| life, 
and permit her to return to her friends, 
t'tcy cirt her head from her body, one of 
them holding her to prevent her screams, 
while tli« other Cllt her throat and neck 
to the bone— and both together wringing 
her head off !! They again violated the 
mutilated Miotly, and lying it up with 
biiek bats sunk it in a pond of water not 
far from the scene of the bloody transac- 
tion; the boy was murdered by beating 
bis skull to pieces with brick-bats, and 
his body was disposed of in the same man- 
ner. After having thus secured them- 
selves, as they vainly imagined, from de- 
tection, they returned to their pbtees of 
abode, and remained unsuspected, until 
the time when the attempt was made on 
the two voting ladies, which was so fortu- 
nately lr istrated. 

IIow public vengeance should have 
slept so long as to permit such fiends to 
have a trial is difficult to conceive; such, 
however, was the case: a Court was or- 
ganized under the laws of the country, a 
jury ejnpannelled, and counsel heard, and 
a verdict of Guilty was brought. As the 
Court prrmnunooJ die only sentence 
known to the law — the smothered flame 
burst forth. The laws of the country 
had never conceived that crimes could be 
perpetrated with such peculiar circum 
stances of barbarity, and had therefore 
provided no adequate punishment. Their 
lives were justly forfeited to the laws of 
the country, but the peculiar circumstan- 
ces detranded that the ordinary punish- 
ment should be departed from — they 
were seized, taken to the place where 
they laid perpetrated the act, and burned 
to death.

E s q, There were four indictments, char- 
ging hiui with perjury, forgery, subor- 
nation of perjury, nuking talsa papers, 
Alc. i!Lc. &.C., for the purpote of defraud- 
ing ihe Treasury of the LJr it eel Slates ol 
large sums of money in he names of 
Capt. John Biilev and Capt. Thomas 
Triplett. Upon one indie ment he was 
found guilty, on two other! the jury ac- 
quitted him, and the fourth was dismissed 
by the district attorney. The prisoner 
was on bail during the teim, until ver- 
dict rendered and then he was commit- 
ted to custody. He was ally and zeal- 
ously defended by his coinscl Janies 
Hoggin, Esq., and was prtsecuted with 
great ability by the district attorney, 
Lewis Sanders ji\, E?q. Agreat varie- 
ty and number of legal points were raised, 
argued and decided in the progress of 
these trials. 

On yesterday the prisoner by order 
was brought into tlie court by tlie Mar- 
shal, when sen'cnce was prtn tmeed up- 
on him by Iris Honor Justice M’I.ean the 
presiding Judge. It is as follows : 

That the prisoner be routined in the 
jail of Fayette county, for die space ol 
live years, and pay to the United Siatvs 
a fine of five dollars, and l lit costs of litis 
pr isccutiun. 

The la v of Congress nfiefling the case 
directs the court to inflict a punishment 
of imprisonment not exceeding five years, 
and a fine not exceeding one thousan i 
dollars ; or confinement in tlie penitentia- 
ry for a term not less ihrtri *uie tear not 
more than ten years. The presiding 
Judge announced dial the court had been 
induced to inflict the milder punishment 
from consideration of the delicate health 
of the prisoner, and the suggestion of the 
district attorney that lie would be grati- 
fied at such bein^ the judgement of the 
court; as well as from respect to the res- 
pectable circle of friends and relations of 
the prisoner. — Fran! fort Argus.
